In response to the Advisory Action dated June 26, 2006 and in further response to the 
final Office Action of March 9, 2006, Applicants herein provide the following remarks. 
An after final response was filed June 9, 2006. 

A Request for Continued Examination (RCE), requesting entry of the amendments in the 
after final response, hereby accompanies this response. 

As acknowledged on page 2 of the Advisory Action, the previous response contains a 
typographical error at lines 14-15 on page 5. The response should have indicated that Arai 
discloses polymer beads having a diameter of "0.1-1 .2 microns" and not "0.1-0.2 microns." 

Accordingly, it is again noted that Arai (EP 0162,302) fails to disclose or suggest a dry 
measuring test device having polymer beads with an average particle diameter from 3 to 15 yum. 
Instead, Arai (EP 0162,302) discloses light reflective particles having a diameter of 0.1 to 1.2 
microns . It is again respectfully submitted that the prior art polymer beads having a diameter of 
01 to 1.2 microns fails to suggest polymer beads having an average particle diameter from 3 to 
15 Mm. For this reason, Arai (EP 0162,302) fails to teach or suggest each and every element of 
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the claimed invention, and therefore, the prior art rejection of claims 2-5 and 14-16 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) is untenable and should be withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
present application is in condition for allowance and early notice to that effect is hereby 
requested.
